A statement was issued at the 
White House after Britain had 
urged the Finns by radio to ac- 
cept Soviet Russia's armistice 
terms or “court national disaster.” 
Apparently a last-minute effort to 
prevent complete collapse of Rus- 
sian-Finnish peace negotiations, 


the President's statement said: 

“It has always seemed odd to me 
and to the peo 3 of the United 
States to find land a partner 
. of Nazi Germany, fighting side by 

side with the sworn enemies of 
our civilization. | 


Hopes Finns wil Quit. 
“The Finnish people now have a 


chance to withdraw from this hate- 


ful partnership. The longer they 
stay at Germany's side 
sorrow and suffering is bound to 


come to them. I think I can speak aad 


for all Americans when I say that 
— — 


ate herself from Germany.” 

In view of the Finnish Parlia- 
ment’s vote yesterday to “return 
to the order of the day,” it was 
not immediately clear how Roose- 
velt hoped his peace appeal could 
be accomplished—whether through 
reopening of armistice representa- 
tions or through a popular de- 
mand on the part of the Finnish 
people which would be reflected 
through their government. The 
parliament's vote was interpreted 
as tantamount to approval of the 
Finnish A ag rejection of 
Russia's peace term

formation said the President’s ap- 
peal was-being beamed directly to 
the Finnish people on all Scandi- 
navian broadcasts throughout the 
day.

As Bombs and Shells Whistle Into Ruins

ON THE FIFTH ARMY FRONT 
BEFORE CASSINO, March 15 
(Delayed).—Dawn came clean and 
clear to this sector of the Italian 
front today. 

After five days of rain, Cassino 
offered an inviting sight as it lay 
there sprawled against the rocky 
slopes of Mt. Cassino Hill. Bathed 
in the morning gun, it looked not 
like the grim enemy stronghold 
which it really was, but like the 
peaceful town it was before the 
war came. 

But that was at 8:20 a.m. The 
whole scene changed in an in- 
stant at 8:30. | 

It was then that the first wave 
of American Fifteenth Air Force 
bombers struck. Mitchell B-25 
Mediums, they were. They came 
roaring in in formations as trim 
as a drill team and dropped their 
sticks over the heart of Cassino. 
From then on until noon the at- 
tack mounted. Here came a wing 
of Flying Fortresses and Libera- 
tors, Almost on their tails more 
mediums moved in, Mitchells, and 
Marauders. P-388 and Thunder- 
bolts flitted along their aerial out- 
skirts. 

Artillery Opens Up. 

At noon the artillery began, Bat- 
tery after battery found its voice 
and spoke with deafening author- 
ity as steel shells whistled from. 
our hillsides across the,broad open 
green plain to their mark, 

What we had was a ringside 
seat on the far edge of hell. It is 
quite possible that no battle in, 
history—even ‘back in Napoleon's 
time, when fighting was more 
compact and easier to see—was 
more clearly observed than the 
action at Cassino today. 


As the communique revealed, 
operations called for a “large- 
scale air effort” for 3% hours 
against Cassino proper as part of 
a co-ordinated plan, with. ground 
forces whose artillery, both Bri- 
tish and American, took up the 
pounding of the German positions 
at noon, Then the infantry, sup- 
ported by tanks pressed. forward, 
exerting “maximum pressure” on 
the foe. 

That is how it looked on paper. 
Here is how it unfolded before 
our eyes: ; 

Smoke gushed skyward from 
the first bombs of those Mitchells, 
temporarily smudging the view of 
snow-capped Mt. Cairo, rising 
5100 feet in the northwest back- 
ground.

The plight of Negro sharecroppers 
and day laborers in the Arkansas 
cotton fields of Albert S. Johnson 
was outlined to a jury today in 
United States District Court as 
Negroes, continued to testify about 
their ‘County fp on his 2000-acre 


— 


Cross County /plantation. Johnson 
is charged with peonage. 

Testimony of Negroes, who 
were subjected to stiff cross-ex- 
amination, was to the _ effect 
Johnson threatened them, de- 
clared they owed him money, re- 
fused to accept payment and re- 
quired them to “work it out.” Oc- 
casionally, it was testified, he per- 
mitted them to “borrow” small 
sums but did not pay wages. He 
took their ration books, it was 
testified. 

Forced to Leave Own Crop. 

Testimony of the Negroes was 
interrupted briefly today as 
George W. Davis, a former white 
sharecropper on the Johnson 
place, testified that .ast July John- 
son forced him to leave his own 
crop and work in Johnson’s field 
by threatening to kill him and his 
wife and “to kill anybody that 
came to move us off.” 

Davis, who admitted under 
cross-examination that he war a 
former convict, enaid that he 
moved his household goods to the 
roadside at night. Johnson, he 
continued, subsequently obtained 
a warrant for him charging him 
with theft and had his house 
searched but found nothing. 
Davis was acquitted of that 
charge. 

Mrs. Magnolia Walker, a Negro, 
of East St. Louis, testified that 
when she was living near the 
plantation, Johnson came to her 
home, pulled her nose and hair 
and threatened to kill her family 
unless she worked for hin), Later, 
she continued, he made improper 
advances to her in the plantation 
commissary. 

United States District Judge 
Harry C. Lemiey frequently ques- 
tioned the Negro witnesses in 
order to clarify their stumbling 
‘replies during interrogation by at- 
torneys on both sides. 

Despite the unusual nature of 
the case involving a charge that 
14 persons, including four white 
women and a man, were kept in 
virtual slavery on the plantation 
from March, 1941, to late July, 
only a few spectators were in the 
courtroom. The alleged offenses 
took place in another section of 
the State. 

Tells of Work Without Wages. 

Clyde Miller, an 18-year-old Ne- 
gro, formerly of St. Louis, testi- 
fied haltingly that he worked for 
Johnson last summer once for two 
weeks and later for two months, 
getting nothing for his work but 
receiving a total of $10 which he 
said Johnson described as “bor- 
rowed.” 

“The way I came to work for 
him.” Miller said, “was one day 
when he picked me up along the 
road and told me to come to his 
place. He put me to plowing. I 
didn’t owe him anything. He just 
said he needed a young boy to 
work for him.” 

After two weeks, Miller testi- 
fied, he “borrowed” $4 from John- 
son and quit, but:in-a week John- 
son appeared at church with a 
rifle and ordered him back to 
work or “I'll kill you.” This time 
he said he worked for two months, 
“borrowing” $6. 

During this period, Miller con- 
tinued, a Negro straw boss on the 
plantation hit him and Johnson 
made him work out a doctor’s bill 
of $4, refusing to accept the money 
when his mother tendered it. She 
subsequently corroborated his 
statement and a similar statement 
by his brother, Albert, who said 
Johnson had refused to accept re- 
payment of $6 which he said Al- 
bert owed. What the money was 
owed for, if anything, was never 
developed. | 

“Johnson told my mother, ‘T 
don't need your money, I'd rather 
bave him work,’” Clyde Miller tes- 
tified, adding that when he wasn't 
‘fn the fields at 4 a. m. Johnson 
threatened to kill him and to 
“knock my brains out if I was late 
again.” 

Held Family Possessions. 

Robert Collins, a Negro share- 
cropper, who was on the Johnson 
plantation from January, 1942, 
until last November, with his wife 
and small children, testified that 
Johnson refused to permit him to 
take his family possessions when 
he left and that he didn’t get them 
until he appealed to the sheriff of 
Cross County, who sent a deputy 
to the plantatien. 

“I never drew a penny on pay 
day.” Collins testified, “just bor- 
rowed money. Mr. Johnson would 
tell me I owed him money. He 
never told me how much. He just 
said to go to work. My wife picked 
cotton in the fields with me.” 

Another Government Negro wit- 
ness, William Preacher Reddick, 
56, on the Johnson plantation for 
several months, testified at such 
variance with a previous state- 
ment to agents of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation that W. H.

Quit School Job in 1942, 

Bradburn left the employ of the 
board in December, 1942, and, be- 
came associated with Roland 
Spies, a former employe ef an art 
supplies firm, in the concern of 
Spies-Bradburn, Inc., with offices 
at. 1127 Pine street. 

A check of the warrant register 
in Auditor William M. Susanka’s 
office shows that, in the 11% 
months after the new firm re- 
ceived its first order, it received 
a total~of $1983. The combined 
business of two competitors, Black- 
| well-Wielandy Co, and Buxton & 
Skinner Printing & Stationery Co., 
during the same period was only

During 1942 the total business 
received by Blackwell-Wielandy

STAGEHAND UNION 
POLICY” ATTACKED 
BY THEATER MAN 


Elmer Moran Pursuing 
Nick’s Policy, Says Ex- 
hibitor — Men Hired 
With No Work to Do. 


Charges of incompetence, lack 
of co-operation, and persistence in 
making unreasonable 
were hurled at stagehand mem- 
bers of the AFL St. Louis The- 
atrical Brotherhood by James Ar- 
thur, president of Fanchon and 
Marco, testifying yesterday before 
a War Labor Board panel in a 
hearing which involves a wage dis- 
pute between exhibitors and the 
union. 

Elmer Moran, who succeeded 
John P. Nick as business manager 
of the stagehands’ union two years 
ago, is pursuing Nick's policy, Ar- 
thur said, and is forcing the thea- 
ters to keep on their payrolls em- 
ployes who perform no necessary 
or useful service. Many of the 
theaters, he pointed out, have no 
stages, and the stagehands are as- 
sigmed work usually done by car- 
penters, mechanics, or electricians. 
Their inability to perform such 
duties has»forced exhibitors to 
give the jobs to outside contrac- 
tors, he continued. 

Arthur was testifying at the 
time the press was admitted yes- 
terday, foi the first time since the 
hearing opened on Monday. Ross 
M. Bristol, 4230 Lafayette avenue, 
chairman and the public's repre- 
sentative on the panel, explained 
to reporters that earlier testimony 
had been confidential to the exhib- 
itors and the union, The hearing, 
he said, would be concluded today. 

The controversy arose when the 
stagehands asked for a 15 per cent 
increase in wages, permissible: 
under the Little Steel formula. 
They also asked that the same 
number of men be kep} on the 
payroll and that they be granted 
vacations with pay. The base pay 
under existing agreements is $75 
a week. 

Exhibitors countered with a re- 
quest for a rearrangement of 
hours of service and for permis- 
sion to hire only those whose serv- 
ices they consider essential, The 
present agreement calls for stage- 
hands’ hours to coincide with the 
hours at which the theaters are 
open to the public, Ushers do the 
work of stagehands in smaller 
houses, the exhibitors assert, and 
65 theaters here have no stage- 
hands at all. 

“We have to keep the stage- 
hands,” Arthur said, “because to 
fire them would result in a strike 
by the motion picture ‘machine 
operators, tying up the entire in- 
dustry.” } 

At the time of the reopening of 
the Shubert Theater, Arthur testi- 
fied, Moran told him that he 


would have to hire five vstage- 
hands. Arthur protested to the 
union’s executive committee, he 
said, asking what duties the stage- 
hands would perform.

Clyde Marvin Foster, an orderly 
at Malcolm A. Bliss Psychopathic 
Institute, was charged in a ware

HERSHEY URGES 
MORE FATHERS): omen — 


Letter Asks That Those 
Needlessly Deferred in 
Industry and on Farms 
Be Sought Out. 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (AP). 
-—With military man power needs 
running behind at the rate of 
100,000 men a month, local draft 
boards were urged today to step 
up the induction of fathers and 

- ¢@ seek out men now neodiecsiy 
deferred in industry and agricy 
ture. 

“We must, in the future, make 
fathers available in increasingly 
greater numbers to meet indue- 
tion requirements,” said Selective 
Service Director Lewis B, Hershey 
im a letter to all boards. 

“At the same time we muat 
secure men from other classes and 
particularly we must secure men, 
fathers and non-fathers, from the 
group now deferred in industry 
and agriculture.” 

The letter was dated March 13, 
Replacement Program Blamed, 

Failure of the man-power re- 

placement program to function 
properly was blamed by Col. Fran- 
cis V. Keesling Jr., legislative of- 
ficer for Selective Service, for the 
meceasity of inducting thousands 
of .prewar fathers. 
* Keesling’s testimony before a 
House military subcommittee 
brought a promise from Chairman 
Costello (Dem.), California, of an 
immediate investigation of the re- 
placement program, now handled 
by Paul V. McNutt’s War Man- 
power Commission. 

Had replacements been made 
available to industry under estab- 
lished schedules, Keesling de- 
clared, 160,000 prewar fathers in- 
ducted by last Feb. 1 probably 
would have remained out of uni- 
form, although their subsequent 
induction would have been prob- 
able. 

In his letter to local boards, re- 
leased last night, Hershey said se- 
lective service had failed to meet 
its quotas for five consecutive 
months. 

The Army and Navy will need 
about 1,160,000 men during the 
period from Feb. 1 to July 1, he 
said, to meet the mid-year goal 
of 11,300,000. 

Asserting that some 9,352,000 
registrants now are in the service, 
Hershey said: “Those men have 
the right to expect that the re- 
maining registrants whose serv- 

- fees are required by the armed 
forces will be made available.” 

“Occupational deferments," he 
said, “are a temporary expedient 

‘to permit employers to obtain re- 
placements, and only those regis- 
trants whose individual efforts in 
a critical activity make them vir- 
tually indispensable should be 
considered for occupational defer- 
ment. 

“Those who are not truly neces- 
sary should not be deferred, and, 
particularly with respect to reg- 
istrants under the age of 26 years, 
only those should be deferred 
whose individual essentiality in qa 
critical activity is beyond ques- 
tion.” 

Hershey estimated the revised 
regulation limiting occupational 
deferments for men under 26 
would mean the drafting of 
200,000 to 250,000 out of about 
380,000 now deferred in war indus- 
tries. ’ 


No Sharp Change of Policy by 
Boards Here. 7 

Orders for induction of more 
pre-Pearl Harbor fathers’ will 
bring no sharp change of policy 
by St. Louis and St. Louis County 
draft boards, but will mean con- 

-tinuation of a policy already in 
force, Lt. Col. J. G. Christy, assist- 
ant State Selective Service Di- 
rector in charge of the St. Louis 
area, said today. 

For some time, he pointed out, 
draft boards here have been com- 
pleting induction quotas by heavy 
calls on fathers. Post-Dispatch 
survey last Novemper showed that 
pre-Pearl Harbor fathers consti- 

. tuted about half of the men called 
up here in that month. 

Pre-Pearl Harbor fathers over 
26 who are making a contribution 
to the war effort will, other fac- 
tors being equal, receive preferen- 
tial treatment in the matter of 
occupational deferments, Lt. Col.

Two Sides to Question 


Of Baseball Salaries. 


RITING in Stars ‘and 

Stripes, a soldier-scribe says 

“we feel obliged to offer a 
word of warning to the —— 
who are tempted to how! fora 
better contract,” and that “there 
isn't a major leaguer playing 
who makes as little as the aver- 
age serviceman.” 

That’s all very true. It must 
irk the soldier in a fox hole to 
hear about a ball player squawk- 
ing because he was offered only 
$15,000 a year, when he expected 
or wanted $17,500. But beefing 
is one of the favorite pastimes 
in and out “of fox 
holes. And there are two sides 
to the question. 

The baseball magnate, for in- 
stance,’ cheers the stand taken 
by the soldier-writer. . But 
remember that, as Gen. Somer- 
vell pointed out the other day, 
we are fighting this war for the 
little things. The General men- 
tioned many of the ‘jittle 
things.” He might just as well 
have included the right to moan 
or complain or dicker about con- 
tracts. We don’t want this to be 
a country where somebody tells 
Joe Doque that he has to play 
ball for so much, whether he 
likes it or not. And we don’t 
want it to be a country where 
a somebody tells a club owner 
that he has to pay Joe Doque 
so much, whether he can afford 
it or not. 

Naturally the soldier-writer's 
piece in Stars and Stripes re- 
minda St. Louis baseball fans 
that Sam Breadon is negotiat- 
ing with the Cooper Brothers, 
Morton and Walker, over terms 
of their 1944 contracts. It’s all 
right for them to dicker. Sam 
knows what the traffic will bear. 
He also has the American busi- 
ness man’s right to make the 
best possible arrangement (for 
him) with his ball players. The 
players have the similar right of 
trying to get the best possible 
terms. And those boys in the

There’s Supposed to Be 
A Ceiling on Salaries. 

HEORETICALLY there's 

supposed to be a ceiling on 

salaries. In the case of ball 
players it would have been an 
injustice to individuals to freeze 
baseball salaries for the dura- 
tion. It is customary for a ball 
player, after a good season, to 
get an increase. And so the 
salaries, theoretically, were 
frozen in baseball with the un- 
derstanding that a club could 
increase salaries. But it was 
stipulated that the top salary 
for 1943, 1944 or any year for 
the duration, would have to be 
the top salary paid by the club 
in 1942. 

The Coopers, therefore, theor— 
etically, must be satisfied with a 
salary that equals the top 
stipend that Breadon paid in 
1942. . . . Of course, you can’t 
be too harsh with Mort and 
Walk if they borrow from that 
funny-yarn radio show and sug- 
gest that Breadon “try to top 
that one.” 

Baseball careers are not too 
long. All players are fortunate. 
to be playing ball, instead of 
slogging through Italian mud, or 
stifling in a tropical jungle. But 
it's also true that it’s a tough 
break for a player to reach his 
peak and find that he can’t reap 
the harvest that might have 
been his in‘ normal years.

Stuttgart’s Earlier Raids.

The German air force also was 
out last night, dropping bombs at 
several places in southeast Eng- 
land and the Home Counties and 
giving London another alert, but 
no bombs fell in the capital and 
the British Press Association said 
only two enemy planes reached 
the city’s outskirts. 

With schools demolished in one 
London district by recent Ger- 
man raids, about 2,000 pupils: have 
been removed to the country in 
the past two weeks.

They are beginning, now, to look not only at their narrow local 
interests, but at the larger picture of a Missourl River and a Mis- 
sourl Valley developed for irrigation, navigation, flood control, elec- 
tric power production, ‘conservation of wild life, recreation and con- 


trol of soil erosion. 

A board of engineers which the 
Governors created at’ an Omaha 
conference—one from each state— 
is expected to bring about a syn- 


thesis of the reports of the Army 
engineers and the Bureau of 
Reclamation, to add _ subjects 
which are not covered by either 
report, and to come out with a 
complete program that can be act- 
ed upon at the present session of 
Congress. 

The board cannot set to work 
until the Recismation Bureau 
completes and releases the report 
on which it has been working for 
five years. The bureau has an- 
nounced that the report will be 
ready about April 1. This will 
leave little time for the state en- 
gineers to do their work and for 
an effort to be made at congres- 
sional action, since, as Lachlan 
Macleay, president of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association, observed, 
Congress will be unlikely to enact 
any major legislation after the 
party conventions in June bring 
the political campaigns to a peak. 


Arguments for Action. 


Gov. M. Q. Sharpe of South Da- 
kota, chairman of the Governors’ 
Conference, is convinced that it is 
a matter of now or never. His 
view is that postwar employment, 
and opportunities for returning 
soldiers to earn a living on farm- 
lands reclaimed by irrigation, are 
_ strong arguments for the Missouri 
River development project in 
point of time. But, the South Da- 
kota Governor believes, if legisla- 
' tion is still lacking when the war 
ends, the project will likely run 
into an economy wave which, he 
contends, will follow prolonged 
public contemplation of the na- 
tional debt—and in that event he 
predicts that the project—estimat- 
ed to cost between 600 millions 
and one billion—would become a 
political impossibility. 

“Thie is a chance to bring the 
Missourl Valley up to the great 
empire proportions it is entitled 
to have,” the conference chairman 
says. “We can get this develop- 
ment through, at complete Federal 
expense, unless we bungle or 
wreck it ourselves. If it is 
wrecked, it will be the source of 
lifetime criticism and regret.” 

The basic difficulty is that one 
state's interest is another's apathy. 
“Lewis and Clark started traffic 
on the Missouri River and Bis- 
marck was once its greatest port,” 
said Gov. John Moses of North 
Dakota. “We are not seeking re- 
. turn of this river traffic in my 

State. We are not navigation- 
minded, and I believe this is true 
of Montana and Wyoming. We 
propose with irrigation to stabilize 
the farming industry of our 
State.” : 

“I know nothing about irriga- 
tion,” said Bourke 
looper, Governor of Iowa. 
State is very much interested in 
flood control, vitally interested in 
transportation.” 

Gov. Dwight Griswold of Ne- 
braska said: “We are interested 
,in flood control, navigation, irri- 
gation. Nebraska is tremendously 
irrigation-minded.” 

* Kansas is in virtually the same 
position. 

Gov. Lester C: Hunt of Wyo- 
ming: “Water is our life blodd. 
The’ future depends on our proper 
utilization of water.” 

. Montana and the Dakotas put 
irrigation first. 


Missouri’s overriding interest is 


in flood control, 
Comprehensive Plan. 


‘The only basis for a united front 
of the valley states is a single 
comprehensive program embrac- 
ing all their interests, the Gover- 
nors are agreed. “But,” as Gov. 
Sharpe asks, “where is one?” The 
plan of the Army Engineers, 
which was recently released, and 
which had been widely advertised 
in advance as “comprehensive,” 
has turned out to be almost en- 
tirely a flood-control plan, and 
only the bare outlines of that, in 
the view of several of the Gover- 
nors. None of the Governors sup- 
ports it as a complete plan. As 
‘Gov. Sam C. Ford of Montana 
said: “It is compresensive for 
flood control, but rot for reclama- 
tion or for the development of 
hydro-electric power.” .. 

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell of Mis- 
souri thinks the data in the plan 
are too incomplete for the Gover- 
nors to base decisions on them. 
He particularly notes the absence 
of plans for the control of soil 
erosion. “Not merely the broad 
outlines,” said.Gov. Donnell, “but 
concrete information should be 
brought to us.” . 

Gov. Moses of North Dakota 
said the incompleteness of scope 


of the plan is “no criticism of the 


Army Engineers—they obeyed the 
mandate of Congress, to plan for 
flood control.” And he adds: “All 
we ask is that Congress be given 


‘torates with the project, 


‘the opportunity to examine this 
valley whole, not piecemeal.” 

Every one of the Governors 

wants more facts, and particularly 
the fact about the central question 
in controversy: Is there enough 
water in the Missouri River sys- 
tem to serve irrigation and navi- 
gation both? The Army engineers 
have said flatly that there is 
enough.- But the Governors want 
to take a look at the facts behind 
this judgment of the engineers, to 
see whether they arrive at the 
‘Same opinion—or at an entirely 
different one. 
“It seems to me,” said Gov. 
Moses, “that this committee can 
satisfy itself in the not too distant 
future as to whether there is 
enough water for all purposes.” 

The absence of facts on this 
point—and on othér points as well 
—constantly causes contradictions, 
which solve nothing, but which 
themselves could be quickly solved 
if the facts were known, A good 
example ig the question of how 
much water the projected nine-foot 
channel in the Missouri would re- 
quire, compared with the present 
six-foot channel. 

Macleay said very positively that 
no more water would be required, : 
The channel is nine feet deep four- 
fifths of the way now, he said, and 
deepening to nine feet all the way 
would involve the dredging out of 
obstructions only in the remaining 
one-fifth of the length, 

Gov, Hunt, speaking: with equal 
positiveness, contradicted him. He 
said he regarded it as a matter of 
“simple mathematics” that a nine- 
foot channel] 300 feet wide would 
require three times as much water 
as a six-foot channel 200 feet wide. 

The Army engineers said they 
don't know. It ign’t simple mathe- 
matics, It’s’ a highly technical, 
highly complicated question, and 
the engineers said they have not 
had sufficient experience with the 
six-foot channel as yet to know 
how much water it required, let 
alone how much would be required 
for a nine-foot channel. The Army 
engineers’ statement to which 
Macleay apparently referred as his 
authority says it is “contemplated” 
that the‘ nine-foot channel would 
require no more water than is al- 
ready authorized for the _ six-foot 
—but use of Fort Peck Reservoir 
is already atithorized, for the six- 
foot channel, and: more water

P.51 MUSTANG 
NOW CLAIMED TO BE

“couldn't afford to die.’" Analysis of his situation showed 
that in the event of his death his executors could not raise 
sufficient money to pay estate and inheritance taxes without 
practically destroying his estate. Nearly all of the estate was 
represented by stock in a wholly-owned corporation engaged 
in a business requiring ample working capital. Several hundred 
thousand dollars would be required to pay estate and inheri- 
tance taxes, and the only way this money could be provided’ 
would be by the payment of dividends by the corporation. 
If, however, the corporation declared dividends in an amount 
sufficient to meet his estate and inheritance taxes, the income 
tax would consume the greater part of the dividends, since 
they would be taxable income tq his estate. It would-be im- 
possible for the corporation to declare sufficient dividends to 
provide enough money, after income taxes, to pay estate and 
inheritance, taxes, Ven if it were to utilize all its working 

capital for that purpose. 


Barring a possible sale of the corporation as a whole, or 
the Government being willing to permit the payment of 
taxes in installments over a long period of years, there was 
little prospect that anything could be salvaged for the man’s 
‘family in the event of his carly death.

Too Many Planners 


The Missouri Valley Governors deserve an “A” 
for effort in their attempt to combine the several 
partial plans for development of the valley into 
one complete plan. 

The valley has, they have found, too many 
little plans, and lacks one big plan, because sev- 
eral agencies were put to work by Congress draw- 
ing up plang for various fragments of a program, 


and no one agency was put to work making a 


single plan to cover everything. 
There have been, in short, too many planners. 
The Governors, with praiseworthy determination, 
now propose to remedy the deficiencies that have 
been caused by the plethora of planners, and 
they propose to do it by adding some nine or 
10 planners to the agglomeration—a board com- 
posed of one engineer from each state, to try to 
bring a unified plan out of the multiplicity of 


Planning. 


The phases of development which the Govern- 
ment agencies are trying to treat as if they 
were entirely separate are so thoroughly inter- 
woven that no plan for any one of them can be 
well drawn unless it takes into account how 
the results will affect and be affected by the 
plans for all the other phases. Division of au- 
thority is the piecemeal] approach which has 
caused the plecemeal nature of the plans. The 
Governors are attacking the symptoms and ig- 
noring the ailment. They are trying to create 
workableness in a method that is of its very 
nature unworkable. 

For the Missouri Valley, there should be one 
agency charged with doing everything that needs 


- to be done to bring the great asset of the Mie- 


souri River to the service of the people, Divi- 
sion of authority will be just as wasteful and 
inadequate, and unity of authority will be just 
as necessary, in all the steps to completion of 
the project, as they are now in the introductory 
ateps of planning. 

Gov. Sharpe of South Dakota, the chairman 
of the Governors’ conference, and Gov. Hicken- 
looper of Iowa say they want no TVA on the 
Missouri! River—by which they mean they want 
no independent Federal corporation empowered 
to plan and carry out a complete development 
in the entire valley. The Governors then pro- 
ceed to describe what they want accomplished, 
and their déscription is precisely what TVA has 
accomplished and what no other agency of local, 


state or Federal] government has ever accom- 


plished or ever been empowered by law to at- 
tempt. 

The board of engineers can serve the most 
useful purpose by establishing a basis of facts 
on which the states can find common cause, and 
by calling upon Congress for legislation that will 
bring about unified planning and unified de- 
velopment. 

Unless and until an independent Federal de- 
velopmental corporation is set up for the Mis- 
sourl Valley, the Governors will be plagued by 
the deficiencies against which they are now 
struggling; and will not really start to bring into 
reality the future of which they have only begun 
to dream.

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Me Governor's Message 


The program submitted to the special session 
of the Legislature by Gov. Donnell in his mes- 
sage yesterday encompasses a number of impor- 
tant subjects. On most of them there should be 
little controversy, and prompt action, 

There should be complete agreement on a 
measure to enable the State’s absent service men 
and women to vote in the largest possible num- 
ber. The Governor suggests that absentee ballots 
be available for forwarding to the armed forces 
70 days in advance of the primary election and 
60 days in advance of the general election, 

Increased appropriations are asked for by the 
Governor for old-age pensions, aid to dependent 
children, direct relief, and for administrative 
costs of the social security department. The 
increased funds for these purposes from State 
revenue would be about $2,015,000, to be supple- 
mented by Federal funds, 

The need for additional funds for these wel- 
fare purposes was foreseen last year when the 
Legislature rejected Gov. Donnell’s request for 
what he considered adequate amounts. The Gov- 
ernor told the special session that increased costs 
of living had required larger expenditures of 
welfare funds than had been expected, so that 
the appropriation voted at the regular session 
could not be stretched over the biennium. 

Two other appropriations suggested by Gov. 
Donnell, for which he did not name specific 
amounts, should be voted without delay. These 
are for maintenance of the schools of law and 
journalism of Lincoln University, the State’s in- 
stitution of higher education for Negroes. As 
long as Negroes are not admitted to the State 
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university, the State cannot fall adequately to 
maintain these schools without a grave breach 
of faith with its Negro citizens. The shame of 
the temporary closing of these schools for leck 
of funds only a few months ago should be erased, 

The suggested increase in Police Department 
salaries in St. Louis will not be at the expense 
of the State. The City of St, Louis is required 
to maintain the Police Department, and is pre- 
pared to find the funds more fairly to compen- 
sate its law enforcement officers. 

A number of the Governor's proposals, affect 
particular localities, Others are related to his 


major suggestions. The whole program should 


be disposed of without waste of time.

Friendly Nod for Willkie 


At thig stage of the nationa] political cam- 
paign, the success of Wendell L. Willkie in Tues- 
day’s election of presidential nominating dele- 
gates in New Hampshire is not to be taken as 
substantially bolstering the hope of the 1940 Re- 
publican nominee. It is, however, a friendly nod, 
indicating that Mr. Willkie is still to be counted 
as a contender for 1944. 

It was no surprise that four of the seven dele- 
gates-at-large chosen by popular vote for the 
Republican National QConvention were Willkie 
supporters. The 1940 G. O, P. standard bearer 
had campaigned in the state, makiag one of his 
major addresses last week at Concord. Two 
delegates-at-large pledged to Gov, Thomas BE. 
Dewey's nomination were chosen despite the fact 
that the New York executive holds to his earlier 
statements that he is not a candidate. There was 
nothing in the New Hampshire result to show 
a decided trend toward one or the other of the 
Republican possibilities. ) 

Something more indicative may come from the 
Wisconsin presidential primary to be held April 
4. Here Mr. Willkie ig seeking to have the 
atate’s 24 delegates ingtructed by the voters to 
cast their ballots for him at the Chicago conven- 
tion, The names of three other Republican lead- 
ers are entered in this primary, although none 
of the three has declared himself a candidate. 
These are Gov. Dewey, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
and Lieut. Com. Harold E. Stassen, former Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota. 

Another early preferential primary in which 
Mr. Willkie is asking for election of a slate of 
delegates instructed for him jg that of Nebraska, 
to be held April 11. Results in the two Mid- 
west states are likely to have important influence 
on Mr, Willkie’s prospects. If he makes a good 
showing in these two states, he will be in a better 
position to command recognition by uninstructed 
delegations from other Midwest states whose 
party organizations thus far have been decidedly 
cold toward him.

Joint committees established to speed up war production have ac- 
complished remarkable results, War Production Board chairman 
writes; werkers have turned in thousands of useful ideas for saving 
time and material, reducing absenteeism and clearing up grievances,

The incident I am about to describe took 
place in a large arms factory nearly 
years ago. Output of the factory had to 
be increased, and the first necessary step 
was to improve relations between workers 
and management, 

At that time, President *Roosevelt had 
just called for a sustained drive to get the 
greatest possible production from Ameri. 
ca’s industrial plants. As one constructive 
move, I wag urging management and labor 
in our war factories to form joint produc- 
tion committees. 


Some people were frightened by this re- 
quest. Business men suggested I was 
aponsoring a scheme to “Sovietize Ameri- 
can industry.” Labor leaders feared I 
wanted to hand the working man, defenge- 
less, over to the mercies of management, 
Among those who suspected the idea was 
the president of the company mentioned 
above. 


Finally, however, the need for greater 
production sank in. So he made a large 
gesture and called together a few -repre- 
sentatives of his shop workers, along with 
@ group of plant executives, to explore 
the subject. 


Suspicions Prevail at First 


When the workers’ representatives filed 
"Into the room, they found the management 
group sitting on one side of a long table, 
with the president at the head, The work- 
ers lined up along the opposite side-—and 
waited. 

“Well, men,” the president began abrupt- 
ly, “I’m thinking of organizing a labor- 
management committee in this plant.” 

The workers had heard little of joint 
committees. Fearing some kind of man» 
agement trick, they looked at each other 
.bilankly. Finally one of them gpoke up; 
“What's in it for us?” 


_ This question was all the president neaed- 
ed. “If that’s your attitude,” he flared, 
“there's no use in holding this meeting.” 
“Suits us,” said the leader of the labor group, 
The workers stood up and headed for the 
door. At the last moment, one of them 
turned to the irate president and inquired 
mildiy: “Say, what was this all about, 
anyway? What does a labor-management 
committee do?” 

The president suddenly remembered his 
original purpose. He swallowed. “Come 
back and I’ll tell you about it,” he’ said. 


Big Gain in Production eo 


Then he explained the nature and fync- 
tions of a labor-management committee, as 
proposed by the WPB. He made it clear 
that such a committee woyld not infringe 
on the established rights of either labor 
or management, but would be merely e 
means of uniting both sides in a team 
working for increased war production. 


No one could object to so simple an 
idea; a committee was formed on the apot. 
Almost at once the president was amased 
at the results. 

Given this chance, his men made hun- 
dreds of constructive suggestions for con- 
serving critical’materials, turning out more 
and better work, preventing accidents, cut- 


ting down lost time and absenteeism, clear- 


ing up grievances, Within six months, pro- 
duction went up almost 50 per cent, And 
for the first time, a feeling of harmony 
and teamwork prevailed in the plant,

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Today, from being an open opponent of 
the joint-committee idea, the president of 
that company has become one of its atrong- 
est boosters. 

Labor-management committees are now 
functioning--and functioning well--in over 
8000 American war plants. The numbér 
grows daily, and will keep on growing un- 
til the end of the war--if not longar. Moat 
companies that have adopted the idea see 
permanent value in it. 

Experience has shown the early fears 
of both labor and management to be 

roundless. Each group realizes that the 
oint committee is no dodge to help the 
other side, but rather a mechanism by 
which all the people in a plant can pool 
their ideas for greater production. 


Teamwork Gets Results 


A.man on a machine (or at a desk, or 
in a laboratory) may find a way to save 
time or material. Once he might have kept 
quiet about it, fearing that his superiors 
would ignore any suggestion, that someone 
else would get credit for it, or that/hig fel- 
low-workers would feel he was trying to 
“get in good with the boss.” 


Now he sends the idea directly to the 
considered jointly by both groups, If the

When the record of gur war effort its 
written, it will show that joint committees 
have helped America to maximuni use of 
materials, machinery and man power, The 
reason, in my judgment, lies in the simple 
word “teamwork.”

A Complicated Meaning of a Simple Phrase 


A 


LTHOUGH pacifism is no answer to the horrors and destruction 
of war, the absence of a positive peace policy is deeply troubling. 
Those who ask for it are told, “First we must get on with win- 


ning the war"—as though war were something waged for its own 


sake, and victory something with 


But the moment a war passes 
out of the purely defensive stage, 
the mind cannot accept this. Then 
one is bound to ask, “For what 
purpose do we push this struggle 
on to the complete destruction of 
the enemy? What is the meaning 
of “unconditional surrender?” 
Does not the “unconditional” ap- 
ply to ourselves as well as to the 
enemy? Will not the conditions 
imposed affect the future of the 
world and therefore our own?” 

“Unconditional surrender” is a 
simple phrase but a complicated 
matter. In the case of Finland, 
both Russia and the western 
world are concerned. The West 
would not welcome the permanent 
removal of Finland from the so- 
ciety of nations and our pressure 
on Finland to accept terms is in- 
fluenced by fear that the most 
favorable opportunity may be lost. 


What He Warned Against. 


Italy has unconditionally sur- 
rendered, and months later we 
have no idea what it means. It 
has not meant peace for Italy. It 
has not meant a democratic evolu- 
tion in those parts occupied by us. 
It has meant exactly what Mr. 
Churchill] in his speech of last 
July 27 said was urgently to ‘be 
avoided. 

“We do not seek ... to find 
ourselves without any author- 
ities with whom to deal. By so 
doing we should lay upon our 
armies and our war effort the 
burden of occupying mile by 
mile the entire country ... An 
immense task “of garrisoning, 
policing and administering 
would be thrown upon us in- 
volving a grievous expenditure 
of power, . . and time. We must 
be careful not to get ourselves 
into the, .. position into which 
Germans have blundered ... 
namely of having to hold down 
and administer in detail... by a 
system of gauleiters the entire 
“life of a very large population, 
thereby becoming responsible 
for their upkeep and well- 
being.” 


Why the Italian Campaign? 


Furthermore, we do nat know 
the reason for the military cam- 
paign in Italy. The conquest of 
Sicily freed the Mediterranean— 
an essential move. When the 
mainland was invaded in Septem- 
ber, there were two possibilities: 
Either that we intended to con- 
quer Italy to the Po Valley, in 
which case we would have en- 
gaged the great bulk of the wes- 
tern German armies, or, to take 
only Southern Italy as preface to 
forcing a way to the Balkans. 

It was and still is not under- 
standable why we should wish to 


a meaning in itself, 


capture Rome ag an ultimate mili- 
tary aim. The idea that Rome 
should be conquered inch by inch, 
with the destruction of the shrine 
of Catholic Christendom, and the 
art treasury of western man, dis- 
turbs us profoundly because we do 
not understand the reason for it. 
Militarily, it is impossible to see 
what will have changed when we 
reach Rome. We can pin down as 
many German divisions below 
Rome as above it. Only if we in- 
tend to move north and take the 
whole of Italy does it make mili- 
tary sense. But we cannot be plan- 
ning that, and, at the same time, 
“3 — invasion from the British 
es. 


In Eisenhower’s Hands. 


According to a dispatch from 
Washington by Frank Kelley on 
March 11, we are also planning 
what amounts to the “uncondi- 
tional surrehder” of France. Of 
course we don’t say. so. But Mr. 
Kelley claims to know that the 
President and the War Depart- 
ment have decided to place the 
entire responsibility for recogniz- 
ing this or tha@t French political 
movement in the hands of Gen. 
Eisenhower. In no case will any, 
committeee—including de Gaulle’s 
—be recognized even as a pro- 
visional government for the whole 
of France. “Such power may be 
given to other factions and groups 
in other parts of France.” 

Under these conditions, the 
French Committee of National 
Liberation will have even less au- 
thority than the Badoglio govern- 
ment. The most delicate political 
matters are to be left to a Pepa 
general claiming only military 
prowess and without mandate to 
become de facto ruler of an allied 
country. If Mr. Kelley's dispatch 
is correct, this is only admission 
that Allied political ‘authorities 
have been unable to reach agree- 
ment and are passing the buck to 
the Army. We foresee for France 
what Mr. Churchill correctly 
feared might happen in Italy. 

To ask one’s own mind, on to 
of all this, what “unconditional 
surrender” might mean‘ in Ger- 
many is to draw a complete blank. 
For in this case we cannot pass 
the responsibility solely to Gen. 
Eisenhower. There will be another 
general involved—a Russian. 

A war can only successfully be 
conducted with a political aim. 
Until we know what kind of a Eu- 
rope we wish to see constructed 
and what kind of a Europe it is 
possible to construct, we shall be 
fighting in the dark. War is an 
instrument of political policy—not 
political policy an instrument of 
war. “Unconditional surrender” 
either means something that we do 
not know, or it ig meaningless.

Experts Are Youngsters. 

In rubber, in high octane gaso- 
line, and in radar, most of the 
men-who have the know-how are 
under 30, and many are under 25. 
They have come out of highly 
specialized technical courses in 
our engineering schools to step 
almost at once into these new in- 
@ustries. Older men simply have 
not “1g the training and: back- 

und. 

The loss of skilled workers un- 
der 26 yas bad enough. But when 
Nelson ‘and Dewey saw their key 
technicians being drafted, they 
realized that something had to be 
done. As few as 20 men out of 
some plants would cripple a vital 
war industry. : 

That is industry's side. The 
military have another story to tell 
and it has the same overtones of 
urgency.

She 
talks aloud and may show brief periods of apparent irration- 
ality, But when my father and mother visit her, she is quite 
all right. My aunt complains about, her talkativenegs and the 
wild stories that she tells, but Grandma is quite lucid when 
ahd company. “You must think I am a fibber,” my aunt 
recently explained, “for when you folks come down to visit, 
she is perfectly well behaved and rational.”

AS OUR GRANDPARENTS grow elderly, they tend to 
have hardening of the arteries, This arteriosclerosis, as it is 
technically named, reduces the nourishment to the brain. 
Elderly people thus may have fits of irrationality, and talk 
aloud at night as if they are in a dream. A friend recently 
called me to look at her aged mother who is past 80. “Mother 
is irrational in the morning,” this friend explained. “She may 
accuse me of poisoning her food and develop all sorts of delu- 
sions. But after lunch she seems to be perfectly norma] and 
to have forgotten her illogical talk of the morning. If guests 
come in, even during the morning, however, sha may be quite 
rational and pleasant. How do you account for her afternoon 
rationality and morning irrationality, Dr, Crane?”

THIS LADY REACTS to company guests, much ag my 
grandmother peps up when she is visited by friends and rela- 
tives. The presence of visitors is a mental and emotional tonic 
to everybody. It speeds up the heart beat and raises the blood 
pressure. These two physiological effects produce an increased 
blood flow to the brain. If the latter has been somewhat 
arteriosclerotic and has thus lacked enough food and oxygen 
to function rationally, the tonic of guests in the house may 
be just enough to produce the desired change. A certain mini- 


mum amount of blood to the brain is necessary for rationality. 


If this minimum is not met with, we are asleep, or dream or 
talk irrationally. A fainting person can be restored to con- 
sciousness by lowering the head and thus adding more blood 
to the brain. An increase in iron for the red blood corpuscles 


may help remedy the situation, if the elderly persons are 


anemic, and they often are. But purely psychological tonics, 
such as guests, will raise the blood supply flowing through the 
brain and often bring a temporarily irrational adult back to 
rationality. , .

Proportions 
Changing as 
Child Grows

HE transformation of the hu- 
man body from the proportions 
of the baby to that of the adult 
is a very remarkable study in 
archetonics. I mean the general 
contours, leaving aside the de- 


_ tailed growth of such structures 


as teeth, hair, eyes. 

If a human being grew to ma- 
turity maintaining the proportions 
of the haby we would regard him 
as a monster—all head and belly, 
little chest, stubby arms and legs. 

It looks all right in a baby be- 
cause it is natural, The baby’s 
head is big because the brain cells 
are all laid down. They are not 
connected up yet, but they are all 
there and never will be added to 
or replaced, They are so precious 
that Nature is going to build a 
thick, solid, bony box around thej 
to protect them. It protects the 
brain, but it also keeps it from 
growing, so it all has to be there 
in the first place. 

e head in developing from 
adult ‘ proportions in- 
creases. twice its size, the — *— 
three times, the arms four tires 
and the legs six times. 

Most of the growth of the head 
is in the face, not the brain case. 
The proportions of the baby’s 
head are from the eyebrows up— 
3; from the eyebrows to chin—-2. 
The adults are just reversed: from 
eyebrows to vertex-—-2; from eye- 
brows to chin-—3.

. THE TRUNK GROWS mostly 
at the expense of the abdomen. 
The baby is pot-bellied with a tiny 
chest, and this is another. per- 
fectly natural provision because 
the abdomen has all the digestive 
organs in it, and the baby must 
eat and digest an enormous 
amount of building material for 
the rapid growth of the early 
years of life. The baby does not 
have to have a very large heart 
because it hasn’t such a large area 
to drive blood over. “Nor do a 
baby’s activities require such 
rapid changes in. the amounts of 
oxygen, so the chest which con- 
tains heart and Jungs is propor- 
tionately small, 

The arms and legs remain short 
until muscular development be- 
gins and the requirements of 
walking .and holding, picking up 
and putting down come to the 
fore. 

Nature can usually be depended 
upon to do a good job of this in- 
tricate process of development, 
but all too often something goes 
wrong and there is a dispropor- 
tionate adult. . Some artificial aid 
is needed. I am particularly im- 
pressed with the need for direct- 
ing good posture, both from the 
aesthetic and hygienic stand- 
points. The growing child can be 
taught to stand straight and walk 
straight and to sit, if not always 
necessarily straight, at least in 
positions which do not lead to 
permanent deformities,

Exercise 1. Leg muscles. With 
the infant on his back, the moth- 
er’s hands are placed about the 
soles of the feet; the legs are 
pushed up until the bent knees 
press gently against the abdomen;

returned to the table. 

Exercise 2. Back muscles. With 
the infant on his back, the legs 
are grasped above the ankles and 
raised to right angles at the hips;

ATURDAY we flew over many 

S islands. The one that looked 
the most interesting from the 
air was Saba, which. belongs to 
Curacao. As far aS one Can see 
from the air, the cliffs go right 
down into the sea, but there must 
be a landing place somewhere. 
The summit has a number of very 
flat places, and these are dotted 
with little red-roofed houses with 
fields laid out in regular squares, 
* St. Christopher's island was 
pointed out to me, and I feel sure 
it must be what I have always 
heard called St. Kit’s, In a very 
short time we landed on Antigua, 
The governor and some of the 
island officials met me, and Wwe 
exchanged regrets that I would 
only have time to see our Ameri- 
can troops.
